Rome Had the Be«t OrtcMiilied Sy«- 


tcm of Delivery of All tli« An- 


cient Ktiltes. 
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We find the first recorded,postal sys- 


tem in the Persian empire under Cyrus 
the Elder; bnt it is clear that Home of 
all the ancient states possessed the best 
crp-anszed system of transmitting let- 
ters through its numerous provinces.

Text of the Law That Goes Into Effect 


on July First Requiring 5t*mp« 


on Everything. 


The local banks iiav<- seut out to 


their patrons the u-xt of the new law 
requiring stamps on almost everything 
in rhe negotiable line. Thus the. first 
direct result of the present war will be 
felt right here in Lima after June 30. 
The new law requiring stamps to be 
placed on almost everything stamp- 
able goes into effect July 1. Some of 
the necessaries are given in the fol- 
lowing notice received at the banks: 


Stamps after June 30 must be affixed 


to all checks, notes and drafts. 
The 


war revenue bill fixes the rate of taxes 
on all negotiable instruments as fol- 
lows: 


Bank checks, drafts and certificates 


of deposits not drawing interest, 2. 
cents; notes, drafts and certificates of 
deposit, drawing interest, 2 cents: for 
each $100 or fractional part thereof, 
bonds, certificates of indebtedness and 
stock certificates, 5 cents each; $100 
o£ original issue or fraction, on all 
sales or agreements to sell or transfer 
of shares and certificates of stock, 2 
cents on each $100 of face value or 
fraction thereof.. 


Penalty for failure of maker to affix 


stamp. $100, at the discretion of the j 
lonrt.

From this it will be seen that no one 


can draw a cheek or negotiate a loan 
without stamping the 
instrument. 


These stamps will be on sale at the 
Danks and postoffice on the date the 
law goes into effect. 


On all oil leases a 25e. stamp will be 


required for a lease of one year.
